_ Rush To Fort Norman 


Hudson’s Bay Company Warns In- 
tending Travellers to Fort Nor- 
man to Apply Early. 


Prospectors and adventurers plan- 
ning to join the expected rush into 
the Fort Norman oil fields in the 
spring are warned that only a com- 
paratively small number of them can 
be taken to the district by the river 
steamers operated by the Hudson's 
Bay Company on the Mackenzie. 

Reports that the company is -con- 
templating an extensive boat building 
program for the Mackenzie River 
route, are denied. Construction of 
a river steamer to replace one now in 
use is unavoidably delayed, and this 
year’s plans are limited to two gaso- 
line tugs and three freight barges. 

“It is expected,” says an official an- 
nouncement by Angus-Brabarit, fur 
trade commissioner for the company, 
the com- 
pany’s fleet will take care of their own 
requirements and such outside freight 
and passenger traffic as they have pre- 
viousty been in the habit of carrying.” 

Improvements’ to their transport 
system, it is added, are for the com- 
pany’s own trade requirements.

The Origin of Meteors 


It Is Conceivable That They Are 
Fragments of Smashed-up 
Worlds. 


No question has been more disput- 
ed among astronomers than that 
which concerns the origin of “shoot- 
ing stars’—-more properly called 
meteors. Laplace was of opinion 
that they came from volcanoes on the 
moon. A recent authority, Sir Robert 
Ball, thought that perhaps they were 
thrown out from terrestrial volcanoes 
in the distant past. What we are 
able to observe of them from speci- 
mens that fall upon-the earth would 
seem to indicate that they are debris 
of some kind. They are plainly frag- 
mentary in character, and when not 
of mere stony stuff are of various 
metals, chiefly iron, It is entirely 
conceivable that they are fragments 
of smashed-up worlds, but the theory 
that they are debris of comets that 
have gone to pieces is more plausible. 
Meteors entering our atmosphere 
travel through it at rates which seem 
to vary from 10 to over 100 miles a 
second. Friction rapidly burns them 
up, so that probably only the slow 
ones are able to reach the earth 
without being entirely consumed.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

| An Increasing Industry 


QO. 


Much has been said and written 
during the past year about the exodus 
of population from the farms to the 
cities and towns both in Canada and 
the United States, and, from time to 
time, various suggestions have been 
put forth to remedy the situation. 
Vacant farms there are in: different 
parts of the country, and always will 
be, but it can hardly be said, for that 
reason, that farming is losing its at- 
tractions or is, as a whole, a declining 
industry. 

Certainly this is not the case in 
Western Canada, where land brought 
under the plough is steadily increas- 
ing, and where the crop output, year 
by year ,is showing appreciable gains, 
According to the Canada Year Book, 
the area of occupied farm lands in 
the three prairie provinces has_ in- 
creased 25.04 per cent. in the five-year 
period 1911-1916, or from 58,623,117 
acres to 73,300,135 acres, the province 
of Alberta showing .the greatest in- 
crease, but Saskatchewan the greatest 
arca. The same situation is found 


regarding the number of farms, Al- 


berta leading with 15.53 per cent. of 
increase and Saskatchewan 7.92 per 
cent, but having over one thousand 
farms more than the former. 

Manitoba, with a much sinaller per- 
centage of increase, cannot be fairly 
compared with her sister provinces, 
for it was the first western province 
to be settled, and until 1912, when its 
area was doubled by the passing of 
the Boundary Extension Act, her size 
was but one-half of either Alberta or 
Saskatchewan. By the revision -of 
the boundaries however, Manitoba re- 
ceived an additional 114,000,000 acres. 
The greater part of the province is 
still’ the property of the crown and 
open to homestead, though some, -of 
course, is held. by private companies. 

It is interesting to note that the size 
of the greatest number of western 
prairic farms is a unit between 101 
and 200 acres, with a unit between 
201 and 320 acres next following. Stu- 
dents of farming statistics have al- 
ways claimed that as mixed farming 
became niore popular, the size of the 
farm unit would decrease, and in view 
of the foregoing facts, it would seem 
as if their contentions were justified. 

Whether the popularity or unpopu- 
larity of farming is on the increase, 
the financial result of the Canadian 
farmer last year is a strong argument 
in favor of the former. According 
to official figures, field crops reached 
the liuge sum of nearly $1,500,000,060, 
exceeding the total of the previous 
year by $182,000,000 and that of 1918 
by over $261,000,000, 

When ‘one considers the vast avail- 
able western farming acreage that, as 
yet untouched, lies waiting the com- 
ing of the tiller of the soil, it is casy 
to understand how boatloads and 
trainloads of incoming settlers are 
swallowed up almost without trace or 
impression. ;

Pas in August, 1919, for a trap line 
on the Barren Lands, 200 miles from 
the nearest trading post, has just been 
reporied to the Manitoba Provincial 
Police. < 

It was not until Octaber last that 
two trappers discovered the body in 
ashack. A diary, the first entry dat- 
ed November, 1919, was found with 
the body. An entry made the latter 
part of March, 1920, shows that he 
was bed-ridden and had taken all 
his supplies to bed with him, Unable 
to move out of bed, his fires went 
out, and gradually his water supply 
becarie exhausted or frozen, and he 
slowly perished from disease, thirst 
and frost. The last entry in the 
diary is dated April 9, 1920. 

The diary of Reinhart shows that 
in order to prevent himscH from tak- 
ing his own life he had tampered with 
the mechanism of his revolvers. 

During the carly part of his illness 
he attempted to cook food for himself, 
but gradually grew weaker. He mov- 
ed his stove and utensils to his bed- 
side but was unable to move around 
to cook anything and so died alone 
of cold and starvation and scurvy. 
No one * lived - within hundreds of 
miles of the shack.
